bis choice. He was regarded as one of the
most liberal contributors towards the pas-

ot the church. In 1862 he became a mem-
ber of the Licking Creek congregation, and
bore an important part in the building of
that house of worship. He often filled po-
sitions of trust in the township, and in the
settlement of estates, He lived a life of |
peace with his neighbors, snd finished his |
